5.—Striving: to raise the 
price of petroleum to a profit­ 
able basis for the producers, 
Governor William H. “Alfalfa 
Bill” Murray today enforced his 
shut-down order throughout the 
oil fields by martial law. 
Around a large number of the 
8,106 listed oil wells producing more 
th an 25 barrels a day, military zones 
were maintained by state militia­ 
men. Stripper wells were not af­ 
fected by the action. 
Troops In Oil Fields. 
Troops moved into the oil fields 
late yesterday to enforce the shut­ 
down. There was no violence, and 
the closing of the wells was accom­ 
plished in the face of some of the 
m ajor companies’ threats to disre­ 
gard the governor s order. 
Cicero I. Murray, commissioned 
a lieutenant colonel by his uncle, 
the governor, was in charge of the 
cuardsmen in the derrick-sprinkled 
territory. 
Governor Murray issued his shut­ 
down m andate under an Oklahoma 
statute never before invoked which 
prohibits oil production when the 
m arket price is below the “actual 
value.” 
He asserted he would keep 
the wells closed until the price of 
oil has advanced to a t least $1 a

Whenever any perosn 
finds 
a 
queer looking bug these days, he as­ 
sumes that it must be a Japanese 
beetle. As far as can 
be 
learned 
none of the beetles have been found 
yet. They are a small bug, the size 
of a potato beetle, and the head, up­ 
per body, and legs are bright green. 
The wings are a bronze color. They 
are to be found meetly 
on 
grape 
vines, but will attack other foliage. 
In the early part of the morning 
they w ilf be 
found 
close 
to the 
ground, 
gradually 
ascending 
the 
plant later in the day. If there is 
smartweed 
about, they 
may 
be 
found on the smartweed early in the 
morning. The most 
distinguishing 
feature of the Japanese beetle, is a 
row of raised, whitish colored spots, 
around the abdomen of the insect, 
where the wings end. There are 
twelve of these spots, the two at the 
rear of the abdomen being the larg­ 
est.

George Bernard Shaw has returned to London after a few hectic j And £owed the world with crops of 
day* in Russia. Soviet officials got hold of him and saw to it that he 


& •: 


saw just .what they wished him to see. "We were treated like kings, he 
exults, "and the food we had was very good." He "can not speak in de­ 
tail about the great experiment" that he witnessed, for what he has to 
say "must be carefully thought out and wTltten,” and he is making ar­ 
rangements to do this very thing. But it is easy to imagine what he 
has in mind, since he asserts that "we had better follow Russia’s exam­ 
ple as soon as possible. ” 
A very remarkable man is George Bernard Shaw. 
He must be, 
considering that he has discovered all about Russia in sc brief a space of 
time. However, he is not so different from many an Englishman who 
has come to the United States, browsed around the hotels of New York 
fot a Lit and then returned to unload upon his countrymen the pro­ 
found knowledge that he has acquired of the United States. ’There is a 
considaraole area stretching between the Canadian ana Mexican bor- 
fer* and ironi the Atlantic to the Pacific coatsts. There is a far great­ 
er expanse of territory contained within*the boundaries of the Soviet 
Republic. 
But if a gentleman from London is prepared after a short 
stroll about the streets and into the lobbies of the theatres Gf New York 
to write his impressions of the characteristics of the American people and 
of their form of government, it ought not to be difficult for G. B. S. to 
grasp and understand the problems of Russia after a tour of Moscow 
and Leningrad under the supervision of the Soviet agents. 
He advises 
young men to go to Russia and settle there. 
No doubt many of them 
would, could they depend upon the same treatment accorded Mr. Shaw 
and his companions. But the stories told by returning American engi­ 
neers who went there under contracts to work, not to joy-ride under 
pleasing auspices, don’t bear out his ideas of the "greav experiment. 
"Russia is putting her house in order," says Shaw. "Ail the other 
nations are playing the fool.”

Septic Sore Throat 
Domestic animals suffer most of 
the same chronic diseases as man 
—such as hardening of the arteries, 
stones in the kidney etc. These are, 
however, fortunately not contagious. 
There are some contagious diseases 
th at are absolutely peculiar to ani­ 
mal»—distemper, for instance, which 
seems to be much like human in­ 
fluenza or measles, but which 
is 
never contracted by man. On the 
other hand certain human infec­ 
tions never afflict the domestic ani­ 
mals—the common cold being the 
most conspicuous. When experimen­ 
ters tried to find an animal to study 
the common cold they discovered 
th at none but our blood brothers, 
the apes, could be inoculated. 
There are, however, many infec­ 
tions which both man and beast can 
have. Within the year prominence 
has been given in the press to parrot 
fever—psittacosis. Several epidemics 
were reported, most of them being 
traced to infection of a human who 
fondled a sick parrot or parakeet. 
These diseases may occur in man 
and animals under several different 
circumstances. The disease may be 
common in animals and without dif­ 
ficulty transmitted to man and vice 
versa. 
In septic sore throat the animal is 
hardly sick at all but human beings 
are very easily infected, become very 
Sick and death may occur. The dis­ 
ease is carried in milk—and is caused 
by a 
streptococcus, 
a 
spherical­ 
shaped germ of which there 
are 
many varieties. The variety which 
causes septic sore throat is strepto­ 
coccus epidemicus. 
The germ is normally a human in­ 
fection and is transmitted to the ud­ 
ders of the cow by human contact, 
probably by the hands of a dairy 
worker. A curloua and baffling fea­ 
ture of these infections is that the 
cow’s udders, or milk bag, may not 
be evidently diseased cm* sore at all, 
but the germ may become implanted 
in the milk ducts and enter the milk 
in enormous quantities.

ally in epidemics. It was first ob­ 
served in the United State in 1911, 
in an epidemic studied by Winslow 
in Boston. There were 1,400 cases, 
of which 70 per cent got milk from 
the same dairy. Many other epi­ 
demics have since been studied, the 
Inst in 1928 in Lee. Massachusetts, 
where there were 1,000 cases with 40 
deaths in a population of 4,050. 
The symptoms in humans follow 
shortly after drinking the infected 
milk. There are severe headaches, 
backaches and grippy pains in the 
muscle« and joints. The temperature 
goes to 103 and 105. The throat is 
sore and generally diffusely red, but 
sometimes there is a localization in 
the follicles of the tonsils. The dis­ 
ease lasts a week or ten days, with 
great weakness and prostration. 
The only method of prevention is 
pasteurization of the milk, which ap­ 
pears to be always successful. Health 
boards are nlert to the danger of the 
disease, and all of them insist on 
rigid precautions.

monopoly, and this in spite of the 
fact th at the commercial nitrogen 
producers have been trying for a 
year to reach an international ag­ 
reem ent on sales and prices. 
Forty year? ago most 
nitrogen 
fertilizer th at was not made from 
anim al bones and so forth was the 
natural product nitrate of soda from 
Chile. More recently, they have been 
recovering niirogen from soft coal, 
when it was turned into coke, and 
taking it from the air by several pro­ 
cesses. 


The 1930 census figures show, by 
the way, th at farm ers are well aware 
of their opportunities as nitrogen 
producers. The acreage 
given 
to 
legume plants has increased in ten 
years from 13.600,000 to 20,000,000. 
And while this Is not nearly enough, 
even now. it shows th at we are mov­ 
ing in the ri!?ht direction. 
There is a good field left for the 
nitrate of soda and the rest of the 
niirogen fertiiers. On some crops it 
pays better to buy nitrogen than to 
plant legume crops. The cost is what 
finally determ ines whether a given 
farm er will grow his own nitrogen or 
buy It. 
It is like baking bread and doing 
the family wash. In the cities these 
household duties have been taken 
over by the great bakeries and the 
steam laundries, not so much be­ 
cause it is cheaper as because it is 
easier, and the product usually is j 
better and more uniform. 
But if the prices for bread and 
laundry work never can be pushed 
beyond a certain point, as the bak­ 
ers and laundrym en know to their 
sorrow . In times of depression many 
hoifsewives go back to bread making f 
and the washer.

ATLANTIC CITY IS 
LATEST IN FIELD 


IN NEW CASTLE 


Those who can look back 50 years 
have seen some remarkable changes 
in the method of carrying on the 
work of the police and fire depart­ 
ments of the city. 
They can re­ 
member back in 
the days when 
practically all fire fighting was done 
with volunteer organizations. Then 
came the gradual establishment of 
the paid fire department with volun­ 
teer organizations still being of m a­ 
terial assistance in the battling of 
fiâmes in homes» business blocks and 
other buildings of the city. 
They 
can remember the 
paid 
fireman, 
who was really on duty all the time, 
except for occasional days off each 
month. 
Now there is the two pla­ 
toon system, which enables the paid 
fireman to be like any other citizen 
who has a job in which there is the 
use of the turn method, He works, 
then he is off duty and so on. The 
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volunteer organizations are still in 
existence and prove of very material 
assistance to the regular paid fire­ 
men in many instances. In the po­ 
lice department they have seen the 
protective force of the city increased 
from the small number of three or 
four to thd present complement of 
48 persons, including the chief, cap­ 
tain, lieutenant, sergeants and po­ 
licewoman. They have also witness­ 
ed the change from the old method 
of a night and a day turn force to 
a three turn system, so that an of­ 
ficer works but eight hours, un­ 
less through some necessity of the 
departmftit. The fact of the matter 
is that today the city of New Castle 
really enjoys police and fire pro­ 
tection on a scale equal to many 
cities of even greater size than it Is.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5,—Bidding 
for next year’s major political con­ 
vention is becoming general. 
Atlantic City, the big playground 
on the Jersey Coast, hotified the 
Republican National Committee to­ 
day that it is sending a committee 
to Washington next week to form­ 
ally present its claims for the 1932 
meeting. Philadelphia put in its bid 
ten days ago. Chicago has served 
notice of intention of out-bidding 
all competition at the proper time. 
Cleveland. Detroit, Kansas City, San 
Francisco and other cities aré in the 
field for one or both conventions. 
The Atlantic City contingent will 
be headed by Rep. Isaac Bacharach, 
one of the Republican leaders of the 
House. 
Political leaders could not recall 
today when there has ever 
been 
such early interest in staging the 
two big conventions. In other years, 
bids usually have not been made un­ 
til the committee meetings in Jan ­ 
uary. But the cities are geiting in 
their bids this year six months in 
advance of the committee meetings 
and twelve months in advance of 
the conventions. 
Cold cash considerations are likely 
to play a greater part in the selec­ 
tion of convention sites next year 
than ever before. Both the Republi­ 
can and Democratic organizations 
are “broke.” * 
They will be deeper in the red 
by the time the committees meet 
in January. 
The Democrats have frankly put 
their convention 
on 
the 
auction 
block for the past ten years, but the 
Republicans, being better off finan­ 
cially, have generally sent the con­ 
vention where the 
White 
House 
wanted it to go. 
Calvin 
Coolidge 
wanted it to go to Cleveland in 1924 
and to Cleveland it went. In 1928, 
the Hoover 
organization 
distated 
Kansas City. 
President Hoover probably 
will 
decide where the Republicans will 
meet next June, and the National 
Committee will 
rubber-stamp 
its 
approval after driving the best fin­ 
ancial bargain possible with the pro­ 
moters. It has been rumored, with 
no confirmation, that the Hoover 
organization rather favors Cleveland 
next year. Chicago and Atlantic City, 
however, are going to put up a real 
contention. 
Ther* is pronounced sentiment In 
Democratic quarters for San Fran­ 
cisco. They met there in 1920 and 
had a harmonious convention. Their 
last one of that kind. 
In the end, the Democrats prob­ 
ably will go where the most money 
is offered. They are more than half 
a million dollars in debt, and the 
outlook for campaign contributions 
next year isn’t very roseate. That 
goes for both parties, with business 
conditions what they are, and lit­ 
tle signs of recovery ahead. 


Motor Vehicle 
Code Changes 


Digest of the amendments to the 
motor vehicle code as prepared by 
the Pennsylvania Motor Federation 
with which the New Castle Motor 
Club is affiliated, continued from 
yesterday, follow: 
Section 1016—has been amended 
making it unlawful to enter an in­ 
tersection where stop 
signs 
have 
been erected without first coming to 
a complete stop. This is not to be 
confused with a through-traffic stop 
intersection. It is the thought that 
stop signs will only be erected at 
dangerous 
intersections, 
thereby 
eliminating the necessity of desig­ 
nating the entire 
highway 
as 
a 
through-traffic highway. Operators 
of fire department, police or fire 
patrol vehicles responding to a fire 
alarm, in the chase or apprehension 
of violators of the law or ambulanc­ 
es when traveling 
in 
emergencies 
are the only vehicles or operators 
that are exempted from this provi­ 
sio n . 
a penalty of five dollars has 
seen imposed and these 
fines, 
as 
well as those fines derived for not 
coming to a complete stop when en­ 
tering a 
through-traffic 
highway, 
now go to the 
local authorities. 
Heretofore, the fines for through 
traffic stop signs were payable to 
the State Treasury. Therefore, local 
police officers did not enforce this 
provision very stringently. However, 
since these fines are now payable to 
the local authorities we can look for 
better enforcement. ¿ 9 . 
This amendment is now in effect, 
etc. 
Section 1020—was amended so as 
to bring all the parking provisions 
under this particular section. 
This amendment is now in effect, 
etc. 
Section 1025—was amended' that 
when a traffic signal showed green 
or go, vehicular traffic must yield 
the righfg of way 
to 
pedestrians 
crossing or who have started to cross 
the roadway on the green signal. 
This amendment is now in effect, 
etc. 
This section was also amended 
giving the local authorities the right 
to provide for turns on special green 
arrow signals. However, where a 
left hancl turn is provided for by 
special green arrow signals there 
shall be no left turns on green or 
go.

possible should 
and must be put into force by all 
branches of government and by ev­ 
ery department. Men out of work 
cannot pay. 
Arrangements should lie made to 
avert the shutting off of water, gas 
and light in the homes it those out 
of work. No one should be hungry 
or lack sufficient clothing. No fam­ 
ily of the unemployed should be 
evicted this winter because of their 
inability to pay rent. 
The physical and mental results 
of under-nourished , children 
will 
have to be answered for later. 
In announcing as a Candidate for 
the Office of Mayor of New Castle. 
I would remind you that I served 
in that capacity during the years 
1924-1927 and ask you to remember 
the administration of law enforce­ 
ment during those years.
